The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 


GRAIN AND FEED 


EAST EUROPEAN COUNTRIES Buy U.S. Corn. In an unusual move, Bulgaria 
and East Germany reportedly have purchased about 1 million tons of U.S. corn, 
virtually all of their forecast import demand for 1988/89 (Oct/Sept). Usually 
a substantial amount of Eastern Europe's corn demand is filled by Yugoslavia 
and Romania through barter arrangements. But for the second consecutive year, 
Yugoslavia, the major East European corn supplier, may have to import corn due 
to a drought-reduced crop and hoarding by farmers in expectation of higher 
domestic prices. 


OILSEEDS AND PRODUCTS 


PHILIPPINE Copra Prices Fall. Mill gate copra prices fell 25 percent 
from mid-July peaks and traders expect the world market will hold the floor at 
current price levels. Any future price increases would likely be neutralized 
by sales of large coconut oil stocks which were accumulated in anticipation of 
higher prices driven by the drought in the United States. 
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PORTUGAL'S Soybean Imports Expected Down in 1989. Portugal's soybean 
imports may decline 150,000 tons in 1989 if the government eliminates 
remaining restrictions on oilseed meal imports as expected. In 1987/88, 
Portugal is expected to import about 856,000 tons of soybeans, including 
950,000 tons from the United States. Imports of oilseed meal are expected to 
reach about 115,000 tons, including 80,000 tons of non-U.S. origin soybean 
meal. Portugal's soybean meal exports are expected to reach 100,000 tons. 
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YUGOSLAVIA Expected To Increase Soybean Imports. Drought-reduced 
production of sunflowerseeds and soybeans may prompt Yugoslavia to increase 
soybean imports to 300,000 tons in 1988/89, compared to an estimated 220,000 
tons for 1987/88. Moreover, soybean importing was liberalized as part of 
economic reforms announced in May. Livestock producers are trying to tap 
government funds for oilseed meal imports, which are expected to be about the 
same as last year.

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ARGENTINA'S Dual Exchange Rates May Dampen Profits for Soybean 

Growers. Argentina's booming soybean sector is expected to slow as the 
Ra uke applies discriminatory exchange rates on agricultura | exports. 

his is expected to dampen grower windfalls resulting from higher prices due 
to the drought in the United States. Dollar earnings from agricultura | 
exports will be subject to the official exchange rate, while earnings from 
non-agricultural exports will be treated more generously. Half of the 
earnings from non-agricultural exports will be converted at the official 
exchange rate while the other half is converted at the free market rate which 
is about 20 percent higher. Farm groups claim this policy is a disguised form 
of export taxes. In addition, the government recently raised sales taxes on 
gasoline and diesel fuel which will result in higher production costs. 
Argentina is the world's third largest exporter in the soybean complex. Tota | 
agricultural exports from Argentina account for 70 percent of that nation's 
export earnings. 
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INDIA and MALAYSIA Collaborate on Palm Cultivation in India. A team 
from India's Council of Agricultural Research visited Malaysia as part of a 
study of potential palm plantations in India. The team estimated 575,000 
hectares in India could be cultivated with palm. 
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TURKEY Sets Oilseed Support Prices and Vegetable 0i1 Export 
Premiums. The Turkish government announced support prices for 1988 crops, 
including oilseeds. The sunflowerseed support price was set at $244 per ton 
(370 Turkish liras per kilo) compared to $242 per ton (TL 215/kilo) last year; 
the soybean support price was set at $231 per ton compared to $225 last year. 
The export premium for refined sunflowerseed oil was reduced from $70 per ton 
to $30 per ton. Exporters of sunflowerseed oi] packed in containers up to 5 
kilos will receive a $30 per ton subsidy from the support price and 
stabilization fund. 


SUGAR 


Sugar Production Forecasts Reduced for MEXICO, HUNGARY; Raised for 
PAKISTAN, THAILAND. Mexico's sugar outturn for 1988/89 is now forecast at 
3.85 million tons (raw value), down 150,000 tons from the earlier estimate, 
according to the U.S. agricultural counselor in Mexico City. The new estimate 
reflects the impact of drought early in the growing season. The 1987/88 


production estimate also was lowered to 3.83 million tons from the previous 
estimate of 3.98 million. 


The 1988/89 forecast for Hungary has been lowered to 400,000 tons 
from the earlier forecast of 450,000 tons as drought has reduced beet crop 
prospects, according to the U.S. embassy in Budapest. 
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roel Pakistan's 1988/89 sugar forecast has been revised upward to 2.05 
million tons, 200,000 tons more than the previous estimate, according to the 
U.S. agricultural attache in Islamabad. The 1987/88 production estimate also 
Was revised upward to 1.9 million tons from 1.7 million. The upward revisions 
explain the August 16 decision by the Pakistani government to stop imports in 
view of the increased domestic production. 


In Thailand, excellent weather has improved Sugarcane production 
prospects. Production is now expected to reach record levels and the sugar 
output forecast for 1988/89 has been boosted to 3.3 million tons, a 


200,000-ton increase sunpabee to the previous forecast, according to the U.S. 
agricultural attache in Bangkok.
